In the Report -for 1901 on the’ New 
Territory, just published, tlie ‘following 
with reference to nurvey work appea 
Mr Tate and hie assistant, Mr Newland, 
with their staff of trained Indian Surveyors, 
andcooties, have hecn continuing the survey 
of the Now Territory chroighdut tho ydir, 
An area of 4,009 square miles has heen 
trinngulated, and of tha poiuts laid ‘down, 
those which are situated within the Now 
Territory arc being markéd: An area of 
300 square milos, hss been surveyed on tha 
geile of ane inch tos mile for the topogra- 
phical map, while an area of 4,500 acres 
has been surveyed partly on the scule of 
16 inches and partly on ‘the scale of 32 
inches tun mile.- A special survey of the 
Chinese town .f Kowloon, together with ita 
walled or fortified .portion, has also been 
made on the scala of 64 inches ton mile. 
Progress bas not been rapid, partly owing 
to unfavourable weather, and :it is ovident 
that the work will cost niote than was anti- 
cipated by this Government on the report 
of the Survoyor-General of India, As, 
however, the triangulation and tho tepo- 
graphical gurvey are almost complete, it 
hns heen decided that Mr Tato should re- 
turn to India and that Mr Newland should 
bo retained with such staff as may bo con- 
sidered necessary for the completion of the 
cadastral survey.

English Teaching in New Territory. 

Tn the Report for 1900 on the progress 
ot the New Territory by Hon. J. He 
Stewart Lockhart, C. M. G., Cvlontsl 
Seeretary, it appears that litle has so far 
Leen doue in the way of Education in the 
New Territory. It has, however, been 
decided to build a school for teaching Eng- 
Jish at Un-long, and ding the cold season 
the attendance oiticer of the Inspector of 
Schools visited the whole of the Territory. 
An inquiry hay been made regarding the 
schools at present in existence, and steps 
will be tuken to bring them so fur as pos- 
sible under the Education Department. 
Crime in the New Territory. 

In 19.0 tho total nuniber of cases had 
incrensed from 155 in the previous yenr to 
586, involving 802 accused persons. Ofthese, 
no fewer than 283 cases, involving 383 ae- 
cused persons, were tried in the New Terri- 
tory, while 303 cases comprising 409 accused 
persons were tricd in Victoria. Tho in- 
crease is due partly to the more complete 
development of the police organisation, and 
partly to the greater rendiness with which 
tho inhabitants seek the protection of the 
police by laying compluints before them. 
By far the largest item jn the list of offen- 
ces is that of unlawful possession of opitn, 
with which altogether 222 petsous were 
charged. 

Afforestation Work in New Territory. 

The Report for 1900 pn the New 
Torritory states that tree-plnuting was com- 
menced around the Police Statiuns, at 
Ping Shin, Au Tau; Tiipé; and on both 
sides of tho road from Sham Shampe to 
Sha Tin, 81,164 trees have been planted. 
‘The quantity of land ander sugar culivation 
in the New Territory is estimated at over 
At the suggestion of Mr 
Tatcher, it is intended to establish Experi- 
mental Gardegs on some of the agricultural 
land in the New Territory. Me Tatcher is 
of opinion that there are inany kinds of 
fruit which could be grown, and that the 
experiment, if successful, would improve tho 
varieties already in the market and alro 
‘supply.new kinds, Groat difficulty has 
been experienced ini the attempt to prevent 
tree-cutting, but. bofore effective ineasures 
can be.taken to stop'the practice, the Land 
Court will have to decide tho validity of. 
the various leases uider which it is alleged 
‘that ‘the Chinese Government “granted: the 
‘owners power to cat down trees growing an 
their property.“ Ifsuch rights are establish- 
ed, it may be a pessary for the Goreuiment 
a) purchase thew in. eases where the trves

You -have never noticed in’ any of the 
Hongkong papers the very smart, not to 
say ‘dossy,’ rig of our Metropolitan police. 
They lovk too guod to bo real ; but, asa 
wiatter of fact, they are even better than 
they look.

*Virates of Penzance,’ if my memory serves

NEW TERRITORY ADMINIS. 
TRATION IN 1900. 


Revenuc and Expenditure. 

The Report fur 1900 on the New Ter 
ritory, prepared by Hon. J. H. Stewart 
Lockhart, C. M. G., Colonial Secretary, 
has just been published in the Gazelle, 
Under the heading of ‘ Revenue and Ex- 
pendituce,’ the following appears viz :— 
Tho total expenditure for 1900 
$2453,361,66, exclusive of the sums expend: 
ed on tho Police Establishment. Of this 
amount a sum of $58,196.25 was spent on 
the construction of steam-lnunches, and a 
sum of $13,200 on the charter of launches 
requived whilst the new launches were 
being built. A sum of $15,330 was alse ex: 
pended on Maxim guns with which it was 
deemed advisable tw. eyuip the Police 
Stutions. Public Works in the New Ter- 
ritory, including . the cost of the survey, 
wero responsible .fur an expendituro of 
$143,446.33. The expenditure on_ the 
Police Establishment in the New Territory 
amounted te $102,202.48. 

Th yonue collected amounted only to 
$17,580.75. This sum is certainly small 
when compated with the expenditure, but 
the dificulties in connection with tho Innd 
seitlement, tv which reference has -been 
mado in this and provieus reporte, hase 
hitherto revdered it iapossible to make a 
satisfactory collection of Crown rents. 
The’ work of the survey and of’. the 
land court are pregressing sntisfactorily, 
though the rate of progress has neces- 
sarily beon somewhat slow. When the 
survey is completed and = rent-1olls 
have been compiled: in accordance with it, 
helders of land will havo no means of evad- 
ing the payment of Crown. rent for their. 
heldings, which will yield s youd yearly 
revenue. Et must be remembered that moat 
of the money already expended on account 
of the Now Territery has been dovoted.. to 
works of a permanent nature which cannot 
fail tu add to its development. The cost of 
tho civil adwinistration has uot-been large, 
though the expenditure on acccunt of the 
police has been high, asit has been necessary 
to naintain a strong force of police in the in- 
teresta of the peace and good order notonly 
ofthe Now Territory Lut also of the colony 
generally - Ivis hoped that before lung it 
may be found possible to reduce the present 
large police expendiiure.” Thoughthe New 
Territory does not pay its way at the present 
time, it seems not at all improbable that it 
will do so in the near. future,” Any one
